Philadelphia, Pa,, Dec. SO.—Seven of 
the fourteen airplanes that left Hemp- 
stead, N. Y., and Governor's Island, N. 
Y., in a flight to this city landed at the 
Philadelphia navy yard 
in 
two hours 
after leaving the starting point today. 


It was one of the coldest dawns of 
the present winter and the aviators and 
their passengers were stiff from the cold 
and were covered with a thin casing of 
ice. 


The flight of the airplanes, one of the 
greatest that has been attempted in this 
country, number of machines and dis- 
tance considered, was undertaken for the 
double ptirpose of competing for govern- 
ment air license and testing stabilizers. 
Two of the airplanes left Hempstead at 
brief intervals and were joined by tow 
others when they flew over Governor's 
Island. 


The second machine to arrive struck 
the top of a flagpole about thirty feet 
from the ground as the aviator sought 
a landing and fell heavily into a ditch. 
Neither the aviator nor the passenger 
with him was injured, but one of the 
wings of the machine was-^amaged. 


Members of a conipany of marines 
assigned to government aviators' as- 
sistance, went to the aid of the men, 
who were too stlfC from the cold to 
unstrap themselves from the machine. 


Altitudes ranging from 
2,000

5,000 feet were attained during the 
flight, the aviators said.

on the laboring man and yet the av- 
erage laboring man is receiving more 
In wages than ever before. 
Substan- 
tial Increases in the weekly pay en- 
velop have been allowed in many of 
Fort Wayne's factories, but whether 
the laboring man is any better oflC at 
the end of the year because of high 
prices of practically all commodities, is 
problematical. 


However, Fort 
Wayne's maniifac- 
turers have been exceptionally gener- 
ous and appreciative. 
Not only have 
many of them given subs^tantial ad- 
vances in wages and salaries, but have 
also permitted their employes to share 
most generously in the prosperity of 
the companies by the distribution of 
bonuses .

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Quitting the Patronage 
Fight. 


It is now announced that the democratic senate leaders in Indiana 
lave reached the altogether wise conclusion to abandon the proposed 
fight for half the patronage at the coming session of the legislature, 
and will content themselves by accepting gratefully such crumbs as 
fall to their lot and devote themselves assiduously to their legislative 
duties for the good of the whole state. We rather like that sort of 
attitude. It indicates an appreciation of the purpose for which they 
were elected, and, more than that, demonstrates that they not only 
know a good drubbing when it is given their party, but are good 
enough losers to take it and to come up smiling. 


It will be recalled that, with the Indiana senate practically a tie,"^ 
the democrats a sJiort time ago sought to compromise with the repub- 
licans on an equal division of senate patronage and senate committee 
places—a tender which -was rejected with a fine show of scorn, and 
which was apparently about what everybody had expected would 
happen. Relying upon the vote of the new lieutenant governor, Mr. 
Bush, the republicans are confident they can have their ow^n way in 
the senate, and they purpose "fo take it, which is again what everybody 
expected. The encouraging point in the Avhole affair now is that the 
democratic members of that body recognize that there is to be 
obtained something more important than party patronage, and that is 
the commendation of the public for legislative service seriously and 
capably performed. If thoy will address themselves to this duty, the 
gain will be far more enduring and far more beneficial than a victo-; 
^•ious patronage fight even if they Avere to succeed in grabbing it all. 
They have it in their power to put in effect a standard of legislative 
performance that will furnish a substantial bams for an appeal for 
complete rctm"^ to legislative power two yea-rs hence. Let them do 
just that.

The Marine Corps and 
the Navy Once More 


The letter of Secretary f)f "War P>akor to the members of the Third 
•Indiana regiment as it war; musierod out oi' tlie federal service at 
Indianapolis on Friday supplies food for contemplation not only to ! 
the guardsmen, but to those Avho are not. It was an admirable • 
expression of appreciation and recognition of the services of the 
soldiers not only in responding promptly to the call but in tlie prosaic 
but necessary duties they have performed during the past few months. 
Happily tlie}^ were not sent across the border to do battle, but they 
were ready for such an emergency, and the commendation due them is 
not" to be discounted by the fact that events turned about so that it 
was avoided. 


The founder of the Army League of the United States declares that 
historians and writers of school books have considerately suppressed 
American military blunders through all the years since the United 
States became a nation. 
Still, the average reader will recall thai 
casual critics of the army and the navy have managed to do pretty 
well in remedj'ing the lack of publicity along those lines. We have 
ilwaj s heard how it might better have been done differently. 


The state of Arkansas has revoked the charter of the Western 
Union Telegraph company for alleged failure to promptly deliver a 
message and will seek to prevent it from doing further business in 
that state, as the result of a court case that has been stubbornly 
fought. Still, when one tries to imagine the people of a state trying 
to get along without the big telegraph concern, the court victory 
begins to take on an extremely dubious hue. 


While -the mines arc blaming the railroads and the railroads arc 
blaming the mines for the high prices of anthracite coal, along comes 
the Massachusetts investigating commission and declares that mines 
and railroads are in a combination to produce the precise results of 
which complaint is made. Here is an explanation that appears at least 
to clear up the situation in a perfectly logical and conclusive fashion.

Sentinel:—Dear Sir: 


My attention has been invitfi«l to an 
article appearing in the issue of your 
paper of November 28th, under 
the 
caption, "The United 
States 
Marine 
Corps, an Object Lesson." 
Without 
knowing the source of your informa- 
tion, I do not hesitate to characterize 
the statements in this article as "tv/ad- 
die." 
Since the marine corps has a 
more strictly military character than 
t h e navy, a little reflection will 1 »ad 
to the conclusion that, other things be- 
ing equal, there is less probability of a 
spirit of so-called "democracy" in the 
marine corps than in the navy. 


On board ship, it is a rule that naval 
officers work, day in 
and 
day 
out, 
alongside their men, in turrets. In ira- 
gazines, in engine rooms, 
in 
boiler 
rooms, in torpedo rooms, etc., olothed 
in the same overalls as worn by the 
men who work with them; while the 
officer in command of the marines on 
board never appears before his tren 
except in uniform and at such ti Me.s 
as his men are drawn up in ranks. 
Even when in c a m p on shore, there is 
less of the military rigidity between 
the naval officers and enlisted men of 
the navy than between the marine of- 
ficers and men of the marine corps. 


You state t h a t our a r m y and navy 
are dominated by caste system. 
In the 
same sense, your own newspaper and 
print shop are dominated by a caste 
system; for there must always be some 
to control and lead and others to ^fol- 
low 
and 
obey. 
Evei-y 
year 
row, 
twenty-flve men are taken f r o m the 
ranks and sent to the naval a c a d i m y 
to be educated and trained as officers. 
The fact that the captain of the naval 
academy football team, who is also 
president of his class, came up f r o m 


the ranks, indicates t h a t no such feel- 
ing as you describe exists at the naval 
academy. 
F r o m 
an 
experience 
of 
twenty-eight years in the service, in 
most'of which I have worked shoulder 
to shoulder with enlisted men of the 
service, I have seen no indication what- 
soever of the spirit which you think 
exists in the navy. 


I quite agree with you t h a t there are 
no better troops t h a n the U. S. m a - 
rines; but I do deny that there is any 
better spirit between the marine of- 
ficers and their men than between the 
naval officers and the m e n who serve 
under them. 
An article such as you 
have published does incalculable hariji; 
and I think t h a t in all justice to the 
navy, you should take pains to inform 
yourself more accurately and, having 
done so, publish the result of your in- 
vestigation. 
The people a^ a 
whole 
know little or nothing of the navy; and 
it is regretted that their stock of mis- 
information should 
be increased 
by 
the publication of such articles as the 
one referred to.

Rates in Indiana 


Indianapolis News.) 


F r o m time to time charges t h a t In- 
diana insurance companies are com- 
bined illegally have been denied 
by 
the insurance men. 
The report of the 
state's special investigator that such a 
combination exists follows an inquiry 
lasting several months. 
R a t e 
fixing 
combinations were expressly forbidden 
by Judge Weir in an injunction jrrant- 
ed in 1910, when an investigation had 
revealed abuses. 
This came a f t e r per- 
sistent agitation, and was regarded as 
stopping for all time the practice of en- 
forcing 
rates 
to 
the 
detriment 
of 
policy-holders. 
Later, the decree was 
modified so as to permit companies to 
"become members of any association, 
the object of 
which 
will be to 
co- 
operate with the state fire marshal of 
Indiana" to reduce fire hazards and to 
act together in other ways for m u t u a l 
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i o r t Wayne ends the year 1916 with 
the claim of beins the healthiest city 
in the world. 


No city of a population within 20,- 
oao of Fort Wayne has submitted a 
health recoVd to compare with that 
made by Indiana's second city durins 
the year just passing. 


There were only 98 cases of serious 
contagion in the city during 1916. For 
the population of nearly 100,000 the 
record is one of less than one case to 
every 1,000 people. 
Many cities of 
United States, which boast of their 
health showing, run as high as 100 
cases to every 1,000 population. 


There were 139 
cases of the five 
leading diseases in 
1915. 
The year 
now departing saw a decrease of 40 
cases when the population of the city 
had grown by leaps and bounds.

There is a stroiig and well 
justified sentiment against price-fixing 
or rate making combinations t h a t is 
pretty sure to be reflected in drastic 
action by the courts sooner or later.

v/hat it took Germany forty-five years 
to do. The same effort applied to in- 
dustrial activity will do as much in 
solving the grave financial problem the 
war will have left on our hands; but 
it is scarcely necessary to say that we 
shall need time to restore our finances. 


"It is difficult and perhaps futile, 
to make estimates while the great ef- 
fort is going on, but, supposing the 
war adds seventy billion francs to our 
present national debt of thirty billions, 
we shall owe a hundred billion francs.

Wl RAILS 


GWG TO 


Lines Torn Up aiid Material 
Sent to War Front in 
Europe. 


Ottawa, Ontaario, Dec. 29.—Canada 
has begun to tear up 1,0oo miles of 
railway to meet the needs of the war 
on the westei^n front in France and 
Belgium. The rails will be shipped to 
France, where they , will be relaid to 
facilitate the 
movement 
of troops, 
guns, munitions 
and supplies from 
French ports to the fighting line. 


Laborers now are at work tearing 
up 300 miles of governn^ent railway 
sidings and it has been decided to re- 
move 220 miles of rails between Ed- 
monton and the Pacific coast, where 
the Canadian 
Northern 
and Grand 
Trunk Pacific run parallel. 
Traffic 
will be thrown on one of these lines. 


It is expected that some of the rails 
to be sent to France will be obtained 
from 
the 
Transcontinental railway 
and the Hudson Bay railway. 
It is 
stated that twenty miles of rails will 
load one steamer. 
One cargo already 
is on the way to the seaboard, it is 
said. 


In sending a call to 
Canada last 
week for i-ails, it was said British gov- 
ernment authorities represented that 
prompt action would save thousands 
of lives. 
It was impossible to obtain 
new rails, owing to the great demand 
for steel to manufacture shells. An 
official was sent to New York, where 
he conferred with Frank 
Cochrane, 
Canadian minister of railways, who dl- 
i-ected F. P. Gutelius, manager of the 
government railv/ays, to do all possi- 
ble. 
Gutelius thereupon set 300 men 
at work tearing up 300 miles of sid- 
ings. 


E. J. Chamberlain, president of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway, was re- 
called from Washington to New York, 
it was said, and the decision to take 
up 200 miles of rails in western Can- 
ada was reached at a conference with 
A. H. Smth. 
president 
of the New 
York Central railroad, and president 
of a board of investigation of Canadian 
railways.

London, Dec. 30.—^The military op- 
erations on which Interest Is chiefly 
focussed at present arc the great ef- 
forts the central powers are making 
against the Russians and Rumanians. 
This 
campaign is 
proceeding on

front of 
about 120 
miles 
reaching 
from Oltuz pass to the Danube. 


One main object of the attack is 
supposedly the capture of Braila. The 
central forces are divided Into three 
armies namely that In-^the Moldavian 
mountain region commanded by Gen- 
eral von Gerok, the. ninth army under 
General von Falkenhayn, which Is op- 
erating on both sides of the Rlmnlk 
and the 
Danube, and the 
Danube 
army, composed of Germans, Turks, 
and 
Bulgarians under General 
von 
Kosch. 
The general outcome of the 
operations during the last week has 
been an advance of several miles by 
Gerok and Falkenhayn with the cap- 
ture of many prisoners. 
The Danube 
army has been almost stationary, the 
invaders being very little nearer Bra- 
ila than they were ten days ago. 
The 
presure, however on the Russian right 
flank In Moldavia and In the center Is 
slowly -brlngrlng the invaders nearer

He will some times say to 
thè preacher that he may pray for him 
if he wishes to do so, but it really 
makes no gx-eat difference to him. 


This is accounted for by the fact 
^ a t at such a timfe a man is naturally 
belov/ normal—mentally and physical- 
ly. 
He is simply incapable of think- 
ing and feeling about things in a ra- 
tional way. 


And all this indicates a terribly sig- 
nificant situation. 
Men become hard- 
ened as they approach death. AVhether 
there's a hell or not makes no differ- 
ence. 
They do not care to argue the 
matter. 
They are entirely careless as 
to what the future world may be. 


Whatever else the sciiptures may tell 
us, they unquestionably teach us that 
the most serious thing we must face is 
not death but life. Here's where the 
race is to Jie run. 
Here'^ where the 
battle will be fought. 


Every day makes Its Impress upon 
our characters—characters which we 
shall carry with us through all eternity.

Confident 
that he fights on the side of Jehovah, 
he doubts not the success of his cause. 
What matters it whether he shares in 
the shouts of triumph? • If every word 
spoken in behalf of truth has its in- 
fluence and every deed done for the 
right weighs in the final account, it 
is immaterial to the Christian wheth- 
er his eyes behold victory or whether 
he dies in the midst of the conflict- 


anticipations cheer the faltering step 
toward» the brighter, 
restful 
land; 
when Faith and Hope walk forward 
with the aged man or woman toward 
the line from whence the sun passes 
his light to other worlds—it is then 
that age is reborn in the youth of 
eternity. 
Youth follows birth, ma- 
turity follows youth, and age follows 
maturity—Inexorable as the flight of 
time.

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 30.—A bill 
establishing a ooard of tax control and 
abolishing the state board of tax com- 
missioners, a bill containing provisions 
for licensing of tax agents and two 
bills fixing the limits of state and 
county rates at about one-half their 
present limitations will be introduced 
at the coming session of the general 
assembly as the result of the work 
of the tax commission. 


The commission was appointed by 
Governor Halston, as provifled by the 
last session of the legislature, to make 
a report to the governor on tax con- 
ditions in Indiana, 
recommendations 
concerning the same and bills intended 
to remedy the situation, generally ad- 
mitted to be a bad one. 
Many reports 
have been filed with the governor since 
the commission completed its work 
a few days ago. The bills will be 
presented to him today, it is under- 
stood. 


The bill providing for a board of tax 
control would provide for the appoint- 
ment by the governor of three men, 
one a qualified tax ex: ^rt from with- 
out or within the state and two other 
members of opposite political parties. 
Each is to be commissioned for four 
years at an annual salary of |5,000, 
with traveling expenses not to ex- 
ceed $1,000. The bill calls for an ap- 
propriation. 
A secretary may be ap- 
pointed at a salary of $3,000 a year. 
The appointments are to be made as 
soon as possible after the passage of 
the bill.

FAILS TO FORESEE BOOM. 


Noted German Jewish Lead- 
er Warns Public Against 
That View. 


Berlin, Dec. 29.—(Via London, Dec. 
30.)—;Dr. Paul Nathan, well known in 
America as the «ecretary of the t e r - 
man Jewish Aid society. In an article 
In Der Tag, warns the Germans against 
the view that President Wilson is a 
mere puppet pulled by British wires. 
The article, which is a good example 
of moderate German views, is based 
on the assumption that President AVil- 
son is pursuing a policy dictated solely 
by practical American interests and in 
the interests of a people who are ex- 
ceedingly proud of their independence 
and national characteristics. 


"So much power attaches to the 
presidency," writes Dr. Nathan, "that 
even a weak president would hardly 
become 
dependent 
upon a foi;eIgn 
country. 
But President "Wilson is by 
no means a wWk character. 
On the 
contrary, he is hard to deflect from his 
purpose. His note and Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg's speech show that 
the ultimate aims of American . nd 
German policy have drawn substan- 
tially nearer and it does not lie in Ger- 
man interests to Ignore that fact and 
render'' impossible 
further 
develop- 
ments In this direction through unjust 
ettacks. 


German Shipping Expert Believes 
ness Will Slump. 


Berlin, Bee. 29.—(Via London, Dec. 30, 
—^Albert Ballin, director general of the 
Hamburg-American steamship line, holds 
a view quite contrary to current opinion 
that the shipping trade will have a grept 
and long continued boom after' the end 
of the war. 
When the world's commer- 
cial fleet resumes normal activity, H^rr 
Ballin says, much more tonnage will "be 
offered after a fcAV months than will be 
demanded. The reason assigned for this 
view is that ocean trade will suffer to. a 
high degree from a shortage of goods' for 
export, from high prices of raw inateiiala 
and food supplies and from unfavorable 
rates of foreign exchange.

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h e continuous murmur of 
many 
voices, 
a 
steady 
Bong: in which no single 
note dominated," filled the 
long room. 
Like the hum 
from a great hive where 
there were no drones, the 
words arose and merged 
Into the siiife'le sound of the place. 
TJie voices 
seemed always to have a rising Inflection wlth- 
otit ever gaining a higher pitch. 
A listener was 
reminded of waves dashing up to the shore; 
each sound kept rising and lifting itself up 
until it v.'as spent and another came on in its 
stead. 


And, apparently without any relation to the 
sound, a hundred pairs of arms reached back 
and forth, up and down, across the panels of 
the long switchboard which lined the walls of 
the room. 
On the board's checkered face the 
arms were weaving the tangled web of the 
city's speecli. 
The board was like a giant loom, 
white and green cords followed the arms, now 
here, now there, in an ever-varying but never- 
to-be-completed pattern. 


Tiny flashes of white, ruby and green glowed 
and were gone as one hand "plugged" the light 
on the board and the other opened the circuit 
with the key below. 
Kach flash was a person 
with a message of love, of business, or of a 
thousand other portents to communicate, which 
might bring happiness, sorrow 017 ruin in the 
wake of the slender cords. 
As a flash went out, 
the human sitting at some telephone a mile or 
two away had received the answer from the 
party he sought. 
He had been whislted into 
that person's presence and was talking with 
him or her as faciiely as If they had been 
brought face to face. 


Over slim wires lying in conduits below the 
city streets or high strung along ttie roads, the 
voices of a 
thousand persons were 
pouring. 
There the pulse of the city lay bared and throb- 
bing. 
There centered in one room were the 
bands which bind tiie community together, and 
the community's voice was teeming over the 
wires and through the exchange. 


In the endless attraction of the board, with 
Its cords and lights, one is apt to submerge the 
human element in the mechanical excellence of 
the whole. 
We wonder at the marvelous in- 
tricacy of it all and praise the brain or brains 
which conceived the modern switchboard. And 
tlie man element, a something which inventive 
genius cannot altogether supplant, is made a 
minor part. 


But in the telephone 
industry the 
human 
phase (which is in this case a woman element) 
is the potent thing. 
Electricity is the magi of 
the lamp, who is always trembling to respond 
to cur call. 
As Is the case in every other elec- 
trical appliance, when the telephone Is the lamp 
we rub, the magi Instantly answers. 
He knows 
no working hours; he is constantly on duty. 
With the telephone it Is the operator who Is 
the medium that sets the magi to work. 


Upon her devolves the actual work of keep- 
ing the great servant of the tongue in con- 
stant working order. 
Upon her falls the strain 
of such responsibility and the strain of 
the 


labor incidental to her task.

In the Girl's Plao% 


I 
N ORDER to understand the nature of tl.» 
telephone girl's work, put yourself in her 
place for a few moments. 
Before you is a ta. 
panel all checkered with tiny round gaps and 
lights, 
each signifying a 
subscriber. 
Below 
them on a sort of shelf within reach of your 
bands, are the cords which terminate in the 
metal plugs, and set just in front of the plugs 
are the keys to each circuit. 
You have from 
100 to 125 lights to care for. 
You know that 
there Is nothing In this world to keep all thos« 
lights from flashing at the same instant, and 
you know at the same time that, while such a 
contingency probably 
never 
will happen 
or 
never has, j e t It Is within the range of possl- 
bilitj'. and should it occur It would be your 
duty to give them all service. 


Even 
disregarding the improbable 
circum- 
etancu In the foregoing paragraph, 
there Is 
enough constantly happening to demand your 
whole attention. 
As soon as you have asked, 
"Number, please," of the subscriber behind one 
light, another 
flashes. 
You answer him and two 
more are calling. 
So it Is continually. 


Imagine ycurself sitting at the switchboard 
and answering the lights which seem to flicker 
Incessantly, 
imagine more than a hundred im- 
Catieht subscribers, each liable to demand your 
cervices any minute and some one of them de- 
manding it at all times. 
If you can visualize 
Buch a situation you have some idea of the con- 
ditions attached to worliing as a telephone op- 
erator. 


Inevitably a strain^ of some kind Is at^tached 
Ic everj- sort of. work. 
The consumption of 6n. 
ergy means a strain on the human 
system. 
To the unitiated, of course, the exactions of 
unfamiliar activity are usually magnified, but a 
careful and accurate comprehension 
of 
the 
causea will enable one to understand the strain 
which the constant flicker of tiny white lights 
places upon a telephone operator, even though 
her work is strange to most people. 


The unceasing hurry of the work and the per- 
sonal contact with a many-sided public, condi- 
tions 
which 
require 
constant 
alertness 
and 
watrhfulness, so that not a minute Is lost or a 
subscriber given poor service, fatigue the men- 
tal capacities of the girls at ^the switchboards. 
The actual exertion required to make the 200 
connections per hour tires the physical senses 
of the young women as does any worker's activ- 
ity, 
And In addition there Is the psychological 
phase, which Is alTected by the comparatlv« 
sameness of the work. 


The lights blink with an Interminable suc- 
cession; as fast as one Is out two more ara 
waiting to be answered. 
The girl ts In almost 
a constant race to keep abreast of the lights. 
It Is not that the telephone companies do not 
e/nploy enough girl«-» but It is one of the rigors 
of the work that ".he calls come In a steady 
itream. 
When the board before her is quiet 
ifce may relax ever so little, but not for very 


long, for the board will call again and demand 
ner attention. 


Ceaseless activity Is, or course, virtually the 
rule Jn other lines of employment. 
As a ma- 
chinist is obliged to work at a certain speed to 
keep abreast of the material supplied to him, 
BO the operator must work at high st)eed to 
dispose of her raw material—subscribers want- 
ing connections.

Subscribers Always Impatient. 


T 
KT.KPHONE operators deal 
with 
service. 
Their clientele is the public, from Jones, 
Smith & Co., who have a twenty trunk private 
exchange, to Mary JUrown, with her four-party 
lino toll phone. 
Every subscribed is different, 
but all are alike In one particular—they are all 
Impatient and ready to find fault. 


Personal contact with the vague body termed 
the public would be a strair. on a saint, and 
telephone operators jnake no claim to canoni- 
zation. 
The girls know that the service they 
render becomes the standard by which the com- 
pany judges. 
Telephone users follow the line 
of least resistance v/hen anything goes v.-rong 
and Immediately blame the operator. 
They de- 
clare she Is asleep, or stupid, or neglectful, or 
many other things which they would not for a 
minute think of uttering to the girls' faces. 
Tho^trattic department, as the division of work 
falling to the operetors Is called, is frequently 
blamed when the maintenance or plant or anv 
one of the several other departments may in 


would realize that to give a person a busy sig- 
nal needlessly merely mean's that the same call 
will be repeated again and again until the buay 
line is obtained. 


All* this Is illustrative of the mental strain 
under which the girls work. 
To mental ten- 
sion is added the actual tiring of the physical 
sense. The eye of thè operator must be a keen, 
discerning one, her ear must be perfect, her 
voice clear, and her hands and arms well de- 
veloped. 
The telephone companies do not ac- 
cept young women for work in the exclianges 
unless 
satisfactory 
qualiflcations are 
passed 
with regard to eye, ear, voice and reach. 


An eye. and an ear constantly awake and 
alert to see and hear every blink and every 
whispei* of the switchboar<^ls obviously readily 
susceptible to weariness If the strain is main- 
tained. Endless repetition of "Number, please?" 
and 
of 
the 
other 
phrases 
which 
emanante 
from the operator's throat make the vocal fibers 
tired. And the hands and arms in the never- 
ending race witi» the blinking lights cannot 
work all day vrithout fatigue. 


In addition to this Is the psychological phase 
which is affected by the monotony of the work. 
A light blinks, the girl asks the number and 
repeats it after the subscriber, she makes the 
connections or tells him the line is busy, and 
then she does the same round over again. This 
is varied by other phrases which she 
must 
utter for other requests of the subscriber. 
But, 
in all, she has the cords to move, the keys to 
open, and the lights to follow. 
Every call is 


reality be responsible for service not up to 
standard. 


While a man willingly waits from one to 
three minutes or perhaps longer before he Is 
waited on in a mercantile establishment, 
be 
bocomes appallingly vexed by a thirty-second 
delay in his telephone service. 
The wrong num- 
ber and the busy signal are often unpardonable 
faults In the work 
of 
the operator. 
It Is 
easy—and very human—for a éirl to give a 
wrong number. 
Finding the desired party al- 
most by Instinct, the slightest mistake in reach 
or calculation means that the connection has 
beeir-made with the wrong party. 
And as for 
the bu.sy signal being merely a manifestation 
of laziness or carelessness on the part of the 
girl, that is a colossal fallacy. 


It takes only a second to ascertain whether 
a lineáis in use, and an operator does so with 
unerring precision. 
Even an Intelligent child 


different, tor no two persons have anything like 
the same thing to say. 
But Miss Operator is 
far too busy to listen to what is going through 
the wires in front of her. 


Fatigue Is Consider^. 


A 
l l 
these things summed up amount to tlie 
strain under 
which 
tlie telephone 
girl 
works. 
They are her work, and, like' all work, 
they f^lre out the worker. 
But she does not 
labor without ami^e provisions being made for 
hef relief. The telephone companite recognize 
the fatigue of the work and have spent a great 
deal of money to relieve It and to maintain 
Gillciency among the girls. 


A 'irlrl does pot work steadily all day. It is 
Impossible for her to leave her board for a sec- 
ond unless some one has taken her place. She 
cannot get a drink of water or attend to her 
iemtnine vanities and then slip back, as the 
stenographer or the saleswoman can. 
But she 


Rest room at an 
exchange, 


is relieved at intei-\-als of an hour and a quar- 
ter of an hour and a half and given a 
flftecn- 
mlnute period of relaxation. 
And, of course, 
she may be relieved any time by requesting the 
supervisor in her division. 
But so Incessant 
are the calls that the relieving girl must have 
plugged-in and be absolutely ready to take up 
the work before the retiring girl can depart. 


A telephono exchange is not just a place 
where a switchboard is maintained. 
Sumptuous 
restrooms occupy as great. If not a greater, 
part of the "building. And not only such loung- 
ing rooms, but also food kitchens, locker rooms, 
end other facilities are available to the girls. 
Propel- nourishment being a paramount con- 
sideration In the lives of every employe in an 
industry, the companies have established kitch- 
ens wliere the girls may obtain food at the cost 
only of the food, and such "trimmings" as t>a, 
coffee, milk and sugar, without any cost what- 
ever.- 


Asked about her work and about the conven- 
iences furnished for rest and relaxation, one 


of the girls replied: 


"We like the work, of course, or we would 
not enter it. 
Pui it certainly does gee mighty 
tiresome 
at 
times, 
watching tiie board 
and 
sefvii!.? people who seem to think that you are 
pvly part of the board instead of human beings 
like themselves. 
There is the strain of mind 
work and of muscular work combined in tele- 
phone operating. 


' The restrooms which are provided for us 
arc the most welcome of tl-.ings. When, the re- 
lief comes after an hour or an hour and a half 
of steady work, we really must have somewhere 
to go and somebody to talk to and forget com- 
pletely about the impatient subscribers strung 
out from the ends of the wires in front of us. 
We appreciate the rooms and are proud of 
them. 
Catch a girl. If you çts, v/ho willfully 
disord'^rs one of the lounging rooms. 
They ara 
toi valuable to tired nerves and muscles to be 
treated carelessly." 


The restrooms. It can readily ba seen, afford 
a means for relaxing tired nervous and muscu- 
lar systems. 
But restrooms are hardly effica- 
cious when It comes to relieving any adverse 
rsychologlcal condition. 
That 
is 
something 
which vanishes when the girls leave the switch- 
boa-d, but Its eticct is not so easily avoided. 


However, 
in 
thist 
respect, 
the 
telephone 
brings Its own reward, "all In the day's work." 
Tho older girls get away from the gaping board 
in f'cnt of them, and the lights, and a con- 
tinual repetition of "Number, please?" by vis- 
ualizing the subscribers assigned to them. They 
hear the same voice or the same set of voices 
from each Individual subscriber in their charge. 
One they depict as a pleasant old man, another 
as a society woman, another as a perpetual 
krcw-it-all, and so on. 


ThlP sort of thing puts the ^uman touch Into 
the operator's work. 
She Is not just answering 
a light when she slips In a plug before her. She 
Is answering the pleasant old man, t!ie society 
women, 'the know-it-all, or whatever the vis- 
ualization 
may 
mean 
to her. 
It takes 
the 
monotony out of her work and reduces the 
strair. which comes to her from the sameness 
of her eltorts. 


E\ery 
flash 
may bo. laden with the unex- 
pactod. 
A girl never knows until she has been 
answered whether the subscriber wants merely 
another parts' or a policeman, the Fire Depart- 
ment or some other emergency servant. 
Many 
humorous things besides grim and 
sharp-cut, 
tragedies come into the ébcchanges In this un- 
expected way. 


A V. oman, answering to the operator's request 


for the number she desired, told central that all 
the clocks In her house were stopped and aaked 
that she be called In three minutes so that aha 
v/ould know when the eggs she had boiling 
were finished. The operator smiled—and caUad 
in three minutes. 


Another woman frantically Inijnirad if tha 
operator knew how to keep prunes from bom- 
ing. 
The operator did not, but she flaahad tha 
request to the others in the exchanga and tbay 
decided that the surest way was to ramova tha 
prunes from the fire. 


The millstone of the work grinds out a OBOl 
and resourceful woman, who Is loyal to tha 
service above all else. 


Tradition of Loyalty; 


T 
HERE is tradition for this loyalty. DaeamMt 
30. 190a, in Chicago, tho day's work h a i 
slackened up and the girls were about ready t« 
bo relieved by the night shift. It was neailar » 
o'clock. A light blinked here and thera on tha 
boards, but the "load of the day" had baaa 
disposed of. 
Suddenly and without wanUafl; 
the boards in the downtown exchanges glaamad 
as the lights lit in a great wave. 


News of the Iroquois disaster had reached tha 
men and they were calling home with ona ac- 
cord to find out If their loved ones wera eafa. 
In a few minutes the residence exchanges flared 
back the wave of light. Women were sending 
word that they . were secure. 
Operators who 
had been ready to go home went supperleaa. 
that evening and worked far into tho night 
helping the city to ascertain Its dead. 
... 


Last summer when the president ordered tha 
national guard Into the regular army tha word 
came on the quiet of a Sunday evening. 
Tha 
extras brought the word to the city, and thera 
was the flare at the boards. Men were answer- 
ing their country's call, were reporting to thair' 
oiflcers at the armory that they were ready. 
Adjt. Freen Nulsen, First Regiment, National. 
Guards of Missouri, sat for hours at the phona 
communicating with his men. Ho was a mod- 
em Paul Revere calling out the militia. 
And 
through It an the scant Sunday force worked 
without a stop. 


In ordinary times there is a strain on tha 
girls, but it can better be styled tension. Tha 
work has its recompense in the fascination of 
It. For forty monotonous days there will be thf 
forty-flrst day which ^rings a^ thrill. And tha 
restroom is always a place where tha tIraA 
arms, ears, eyes and voices can be refreahaf 
for another hour at the board.

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"pHOTOS posed by militiamen show hawi 
the bayonet sometimes is cumbersome^ 
in trench fighting, and how the knife can 
be used to advantage. 


Both men, naked to the waist, took their seats 
astriai* the trestle, and at the signal the Span- 
lard drew back his arm to 
make 
a lunge- 
Bowie instantly thrust his knife forward into 
hlB adversary's body, killing him at once. 


The new Knife was the type from which the 
later E o w e knives were made, and had a keen 
edfre on one side cf 
the blade, which 
was 
drawn to a sharp point, and the back of the 
blade clipped ofT, in a slight inward curve; the 
back of the blade was straight and strong, the 
edgo curving gently from the hilt to the point. 


It is said that Bowie's method of using this 
knife was"^pec;illar to the style of weapon, and 
was originated by himself. He did not hold the 
knife in his hand with the long point downward, 
as a polnard or dagger is held, but he grasped 
the knife as a swordsman 
would grasp 
the 
gripe of his sword. 
He always struck a t the 
neck of his adversary, aiming to slash the Jugu- 
lar vein, and he seldom missed his mark. 
In 
one of his ftimous battles he cut the heads of 
Iwa men almost off by his peculiar sweeping, 
slasliing blow. 


This 
circumstance 
happened 
In what 
was 
probably the most spectacular of Bowie's bat- 
tles, •which occurred September 19, 1827, on a 
sandbar in the river at Natchez, and was the 
result of a feud which had existed for several 
years between two parties of the parish of 
Rapides, on Red River. 
The principals in the 
parties were 
Dr. 
Maddox, Maj. 
Wright 
and 
members of the Blanchard family on one side, 
and on the other 
the 
Curoys, 
Wellses 
and 
Bowies. 


A challenge was passed between Dr. Maddox 
and Samuel Wells, and it was arranged to meet 
near Natchez, and principals and seconds met 
as arranged. 
The place selected was a largo 
sandbar 
immediately 
under 
the 
upper 
bluff, 
near the city. 
The principals used pistols, ana 
when 
the 
preliminaries 
were 
arranged, 
took 
their positions, and exchanged two shots 
with- 
out effect, and, having satistted the demands of 
tho code, were ready to settle the 
dilticulty 
without further resort to weapons. 


But the bad feeling had extended to the sec- 
onding parties, and as the principals started to 
leave the battle ground. Bowie, who was In 
company 
with 
Wells and Currey, 
started 
to 
meet them. 
Between Bowie and Crane a feud 
had existed for some time, and, knowing it. 
tho friends of Maddox and Crane started 
to 
meet Bowie. 
The two groups were soon in con- 
tact. 
Currey immediately advanced upon Col. 
Crane, remarking, "Col. Crane, this is a good 
time to settle our ditllculty," at the same time 


the sword struck his breast bone and. bendluA 
went around the rib. Bowie seized Wright mad* 
pulling him to the ground, said, "Now. major» 
you die," and plunged his knife Into bis hearty 
killing him instantly. 


Bowie was a man of quiet, mild manners. ' B« : 
did not drink nor was he in any way dissipated.* 
Although a man of slender physique, tae waa 
possessed of enormous physical strength 
for 
hi^ size and was as quick a a cat. 
He was 
a te^or to evil-doers and his name was A' 
warning. 
In illustration of this the incident 
is told that at one time the Methodists about 
Church Hill. Miss., were holding their iiiiT'"nl 
meeting. 


They had been disturbed by the gangs of flat« 
boat men who were in the place. 
Bowie, hear- 
ing of the disturbances, said to a number of 
men in the congregation, who were trying to 
find some means of stopping the disturbances: 
"I will attend the services tonight, gentlemen, 
and will help you to settle any difflcUlty that 
may occur." 


The evening service had begun, and present- 
ly a big flatboat man staggered up In front of 
the pulpit and let out a warwhoop. 
In an In- 
stant Bowie had him by the collar with his left 
hand and with his knife in his right hand beld 
the point against the boatman's throat. 
"If you 
say another word," said he, 
"or 
make 
tha 
slightest noise. 111 drive this knife 
througbit 
your neck from ear to ear." 
The boatman 
was awed to a trembling silence, and the meet* 
ing proceeded without any further disturbances 
from the boating contingent. 


Martin Price of San Francisco is credited with 
having manufactured some of the fineet types 
of the weapon. 
His first attempt was in 18S8L 
and it was exhibited at the first mechanlcaT 
fair in that city. 
After the fair the knlfs 
was raffled for $150, and, commanding sucb » 
price, it was necessary that it should be tested 
against the knives of Billy Allison 
of 
Yolob 
which were considered excellent knives. 


Surveyor General Higley, having an AIIUkhI 
knife, backed it against the Price knife, 
in the hands of Ward Eaton. 
Higley laid » 
silver half dollar on the counter and drove ths 
knife through 
it without turning the 
point. 
Ward duplicated the feat. 
Higley then tried 
to raise the limit by stabbing two half dollars, 
but the point of the knife turned. 
Eaton went 
his opponent one better by placing three coins 
atop each other and impaled the three on ths 
Price knife without turning the point. 


Such a feat gave the Price knives a prestige 
and the flush miners ordered them from him at 
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ECENTLY 
Che French 
sol- 
diers in the trenches were 
supplied with a short knife 
as being a better weapon 
for 
close 
hand-to-hand 
work in the trenches, when 
I 
the bayonet would be too 
y 
long, 
and 
the 
darkness, 
which covers many bayonet attacks, too dense 
to allow the soldier oe able to do 
vigorous 
work against the body of his equally aggressive 
enemy. 
The long-range moriars may do won- 
derful service in reducing forts, the high-pow- 
ered rifles and machine guns may produce a 
terrible sheaf of 
flying 
bullets sweeping over 
the trenches, and compelling the enemy to keep 
under cover; the bayonet, too, has its" moral 
effect when presented to the sight of the enemy 
by an on-coming host; and to a certain extent 
It is undeniably a splendid weapon for driving 
the enemy when at close quarters; but when 
the opposing forces are face to face 
in 
the 
trench, where two men can hardly pass, 
all 
these weapons fail in effectiveness, and "body- 
to-body" fighting requires another sort of wea- 
pon 


Such a weapon the French army has in the 
knife, which is shorter than the bayonet, and 
while capable of being applied to several more 
peaceful uses, .is desigrned for the vigorous use 
at 
close quarters, 
when man 
struggles 
with 
man in a death grapple, to be ended only wiicn 
the knife flnds the vital spot and turns the ter- 
rible enemy into a bit of useless flesh. 


Again, in this introduction of the short knife, 
has the 
fighting 
of the twentieth century re- 
verted in detail to that of the earliest times. 


The ingenious contrivances of the most scien- 
tific of military minds are abandoned for the 
weapons of archaic principles, and as the man 
in the trenches in Belgium or the borders of 
France is much the same in body and spirit as 
the man of the bronze age, so he reverts to the 
weapons that were most serviceable in the days 
when men strove together, and 
body^rto-body 
and hand-to-hand grappled and struggled for 
an opportunity to kill with the knife or short 
sword. 
The human equation is always to be 
considered where humans are concerned, 
and 
no matter what the time or the man or his 
breeding, when the struggle 
for 
life is, on, 
whether in the water, on land, for food or for 
life, the cave man comes out, and all mankind 
• r e equal. 
So it is not remarkable that in these 
wartimes, when men have become more trogo- 
(lytes than representatives of the highest civi- 
lization, they should find that the simple wea- 
pons of the past are better fitted to the condì- 
lions of their 
fightings, 
and that when body- 
to-body onJy the short arm is of real use; 


All races and nations of the world have found 
the short sword a common weapon, and wheth- 
ir it be the Oriental or Occidental, and no mat- 
ter what the origin of the race, the short knife 
bas been the one arm that could be depended 
>n, in the last decision of the 
fight. 


The weapons of the earliest peoples 
were 
short as might be expected when material was 
scarce and costly, and implements for fashion- 
ing thp knife were crude, but remarkable were 
the results that were obtained under those dis- 
idvantages; results highly creditable to the ar- 
tisan of the times and their ability a s designers 
ind smiths. 


Those races which have resisted the advance- 
ment of civilization have . clung with consider- 
nble tenacity to the short f o r m of weapon, and 
»e have a recent illustration, impressed on the 
American soldier with too frequent terrible re- 
lults, in the bolo and borong of the Philippine 


Islands; weapons which, wielded by the strong 
hands of the fanatical tribesmen, have shown 
how absolutely 
defenseless is the soldier 
at 
close quarters when armed only with rille and 
bayonet. 
The majority of the bayonets of the 
modern rilies are rf the "sword" t>'Te, intended 
to serve as a side arm when needed, but the 
fc. '-¡ictr has po rarely found it of use in that 
cai^acity and so frequently used it to make the 
placu to set his shelter-tent pole, that the mil- 
itary bayonet can hardly be considered in any 
other capacity than as the spear point for the 
rlHe. 


All the instruction in the use "if the bayonet 
is with it affixed to the muzzle ••«' the rifle; tiw 
soldier has not been taught to use it in close 
quarters, as a weapon of defense or even of- 
fense; and it was not till this great war upset 
all 
military 
theories 
and 
developed 
a 
num- 
ber of obsolete forms of weapons and ways of 
using them that it was found necessary to pro- 
vide for an hitnerto unknown 
emergency. 


It has been said "the nation which shortens 
its weapons lengthens its boundaries, ' and na- 
tions accustomed to modern rules of warfare, 
interpreted by The Hague conferences, are now 
learning that tlie adage Is perfectly true, and 
If France has proved the truth of it, it is for 
the United States to take advantage of 
the 
iixperiences 
and 
adopt 
similar 
weapons 
and 
learn how to fight "body to body." 


Probably no weapon is more peculiar to Amer- 
ica than 
that known a s the "Bowie knife," 
which was a popular weapon of offense and de- 
fense for many years on the border, 
during 
the gold mining in California; was used in the 
civil war and for several years afterward, be- 
coming at last the hunter's knife for dressinsr 
his game or cutting fuel. 
It exists now in a 
modified form as a hunting knife, but as 
a 
weapon of murderous intent it is obsolete. 


The «Bowie knife was the result of necessity. 
Danger came suddenly in those days, and the 
hand 
firearms 
were pistols of doubtful relia- 
bility. 
Flint-lock weapons were slow of exe- 
cution, inaccurate and, being capable of 
but 
one shot, were soon as valueless a s so much 
old iron. 
In the emergency follov/ing the sin- 
gle discharge, or two a t best if a brace of pis- 
tols was carried, the only reliance was a knife. 
A sword was too long, a dagger or poinard was 
too short and not a natural weapon to the hahd 
of the burly and ferocious American; he needed 
something more substantial and better suited to 
his way of 
fighting. 


James Bowie, to whom the credit of tho In- 
vention of the knife bearing his name Is given, 
was b o m in, Tennessee, where his parents set- 
tled a f t e r leaving Maryland a t the close of tho 
revolutionary war. 
In 1803 the advantages of 
the newly acquired territory of 
Louisiana'at- 
tracted the Bowie family, which included the 
two sons, Rezin P. and 'Jame*. 


Tradition has it that the deslgrn of.the famous 
knife was originated by James Bowie 
while 
convalescing from a'wound received in one of 
the brawls into which he had been drawn, and 
the pattern was whittled from wood, along the 
lines which he thought would make a knife 
suitable for his personal use in his affairs. 


Who made the origmal weapon from this pat- 
tern is a matter of some question. 
It is said 
that Bowie sent the pattern to two brothers 
named Blackman, at Natchez, and told them to 
spare no expense in producing the knife in 
steel. 
Another story is that .it was made for 
Bowlp by the local blacksmith at Shreveport. 
Law, but it is also understood that the original 
Bowie knife was made by a negro blacksmith, 
named Manual, on. the plantation of Rezin P. > 
Bowie, from a large rasp. 
The blade was 9 
inches long,, and with the handle, the knife was 
15 Inches long over »>" 


When James received 
the knife from 
his 
brother, it was with the statement that it was 
"strong and of admirable temper. 
It is more 
trustworthy in the hands pf a strong man than 
fi. pistol, for It will not snap. 
Keep the knife 
alwajrs with you. 
tt will be your friend in a 
last resort, and in a last resort may save your 
life." 


James Bowie carried this Hnife for several 
years, and about 1830 he heard of a New Or- 
leans cutler, a Spaniard .named Pedro, who was 
making some knives of a wonderful kind and 
tempi^r. 
They could be driven through a silver 
dollar without Injuring thè point or the edge. 
Bowie went to this cutler with his knife, and He 
made him one according to the general design, 
which was a marvel of temper and beauty. 
The 
blade was 9 inches long, and blade and handle 


together measured 15 inches. 
"This weapon waa 
used by Bowie in nineteen fights, and was the 
one with him at the time of his death in the 
Alamo. , 1» 


The .first blade, the one made' from the rasp, 
had a,slight curve to the edge, but the back 
was thick and strong. 
On one occasion, Bowie 
was obliged to use it to advantage in a duel to 
the death with a Spaniard who was constantly 
annoyJnf him with his Insults. 
At last his con- 
duct became so unbearable that Bowie chal- 
lenged 
him. , The 
Spaniard 
being the 'chal- 
lenced party, named the weapons, knives; he 
also stipulated that the combatants were to be 
seated face to face astride a timber trestle. 


Each combatant could use the knife of his 
choice. 
The. Spaniard f had his long huntlnsr 
knife, while Bowie used his own pet weapon. 


beginning to draw his pistoL 
Bowie drew his pistol. 
Crane, armed with 
a brace of dueling pistols, stood awaUing -the 
attack. 
Currey was seized by his brother, who 
begged him to desist. 
Bowie and Crane fired 
at each other, the bullet of Crane wounding 
iBowle in the hip. 
Bowie drew his knife and 
started to iclose with Crane, who was turning 
his attention to Currey, and 
fired 
at 
him. 
wounding him-fatally. 
He then struck Bowie 
over the head with his pistol butt, felling hlin 
to the ground, where Maj. Wright approached 
him. 


Bowie pulled himself to his feet, holding to 
a snag in the sand, where he was. attacked by 
Wright, who had drawn his sword from his 
cane. 
He lunged at Bowie, and Bowie parried 
the atUck with his knife, so that the point of

quarters, for when men are closed in ai 
to-body" grapple, there is not sufficient 
to use a stabbing knife which has ao .lon^,-i[i|r 
blade.

THE INFLUENCE OF AGE ON THE VALUE OF DAIRY COWS 


All Classes of Live Stock Vary in Actual Value From Tirne to Time, But Such Vanation Does Not Greatly Affect thé Relative Value of thè Animal at Different Ages—^A 
Cow Worth One Hundred Dollars at Three Years of Age When There is a Great Demand for Dairy Cattle» Will Be Worth Less at the Same Age When There is 
Smaller Demand, But There Will Be a Corresponding Fluctuation in Value for All Ages—It is, Ther^ore, Believed That the Charts Shown Will Be Found Useful in 
Determining Relative Value According to Age of Co-^ys.

A 
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Research work In farm economics 
Include« among other things questions 
relating to the value of farm animals, 
farm 
equipment, 
and 
agricultural 
products. Those who have occasion to 
buy or sell live stock are constantly 
confronted with the problem of weigh- 
ing the many factors Influencing the 
value of farm animals. 
Of these fac- 
tors. the age of the animal is one that 
applies directly to the value of dairy 
cattle and farm work horses. 
While 
age is not the only factor affecting 
the value of these classes of animals, 
It is one of the most Important. 
In 
determining the value of farm ani- 
mals grown for meat only, which are 
erdinarlly disposed of at an early age, 
this factor is .comparatively 
unim- 
portant. 


By means of personal visits and 
through correspondence with many of 
our beat Informed farmers and live- 
Btock breeders, the Office of Farm 
Management of the Department of 
Agriculture recently attempted to get 
reliable information concerning 
the 
influence of age on the value of dairy 
cows. 
Farm Management investiga- 
tors have found that for farm data the 
average of a large number of esti- 
mates is almost as accurate as that of 
carefully kept records, provided* the 
estimates are given by men who thor- 
oughly know the subject under con- 
sideration. 
In this case all estimates 
were given by men each of whom has 
had wide experience with the class of 
live stock on which he furnishes in- 
formation. 
The fact that the average 
of the estimates for each cla^s re- 
mained practically constant after the 
first thirty replies had been averaged 
is some evidence as to the accuracy 
of the figures. The estimates secured 
by correspondence agree very closely 
with those secured through personal 
visits. 
While figures concerning the 
values of dairy cows were obtained 
from nearly every important agricul- 
tural district in the United States, 
most of the estimates were secured 
from New York, Pennsylvania, and 
the North Central States. 
In this 
work appreciation and 
depreciation 
were baaed on age only. 
In order to 
eliminate everything except age, tho 
animal was assumed to be in perfect 
health and to have a fixed value at a 
certain age. 


Four breeds of dairy cattle, Hol- 
stein, Guernsey, Jersey, and Ayrshire,' 
were Included In these investigations. 
No attempt was made to find the 
äctual average value of animals be- 
'ionging to any breed. 
Arbitrary val- 
ues were assumed for a certain fixed 
age, merely to get a starting point 
frona which to work. 
Thus for each 
breed estimates were based on four 
classes,of 3-year-olds, namely, the |80 
grade cow, the $100 grade, the 5200 
pure bred, and the $300 pure bred, 
if the cow was assumed to be with 


calf at 3 years of age, she was con-, 
sldered to have reached ths same • 
stage of pregnancy each succeeding j 
year. - In the case of pure-bred stock 
changes in the advanced registry of 
the cow herself, or of other animals 
related to her, were not considered in 
estimating values. 


In considering the Holstein cows 
the influence of age on the value of 
four classes, namely, cows worth per 
head |80, $100, 1200 and |300. re- 
spectively, at three years of age, was 
reckoned. 
For each class the esti- 
mates are tabulated for the North 
Central 
States, 
the 
Northeastern 
States and the United States. All sec- 
tions according to these estimate Hol- 
stein cows alU classes reach 
their 
maximum money value at six years 
of age. The values do not vary greatly 
between the ages of 4 and 8 years. 
After that age depreciation is rapid. 
The estimated values given oíd cows 
may seem a little high, but it must 
be remembered that only animals in 
health were considered. 
Calves and 
old cows are Valued relatively higher 
in the Central States than in the East. 
This is doubtless due largely to the 
lower price of feed In the North Cen- 
tral States, 
^ u r l n g their years of 
highest production, the price of Hol- 
stein cows appears to average a little 
higher in the Eastern States. 
This 
difference, however, is not marked, 
and in the case of the $100 grade 
cow it is reversed. 


In considering the Guernsey cows 
the influence of age on the value of 
four classes, namely, cows worth per 


head 180, 1100, 1200 and |300, re- 
spectively, at three years of age. ^ e s e 
figures indicate that appreciation and 
depreciation due to age are about the 
same for Guernseys and 
Holsteins. 
According to these estiniates, Guern- 
sey calves and old cows, like those of 
the Holsteins, are 
cheaper In the 
East than In the Central West. In the 
case of pure breds In the'lr prime, 
however, the reverse Is true. The estl- 
m.ates Indicate that Guernsey cows of 
all classes reach their highest value 
at 5 and 6 years of age. 


Investigations 
indicate 
that 
all 
classes of Jerseys are valued highest 
at six years, though the difference In 
value for 5 and 6 years Is not great. 
Here, again, calves are rated rela- 
tively cheaper for the Northeastern 
States, but _the regional difference in 
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Corves Showing the Influence of Age 
on Holstein Cows.

value as given for old cows Is small. ' 


According to the estimates, Ayr- 
shire calves and old cows are cheaper 
in the Northeastern States than in the 
North Central States, while Ayrshire 
cows during their period of highest 
production are a little higher in the 
East. 
The values placed on old cows 
are exceptionally high for the North 
Central States, According to the esti- 
mates all classes of Ayrshires reach 
their maximum value at 6 years. 


With few exceptions, the results of 
these 
Investigations 
Indicate 
that 
calves and old cows are cheaper Inj

the Northeastern 
States, 
and 
'that 
cows between the ages of 4 and S axe 
cheaper In thè North Central States. 
For all breeds, and for all classes of 
all breeds, the price of cows in health 
is greatest between 6 and 7 years, 
with the maximum usually at 
They 
are valued about the same at 4 as 
at 8. 
The explanaUon for this may 
be that though the younger animals 
have before them a longer period of 
usefulness, the older ones have al- 
ready demonstrated their worth. 
In 
all the statistics gathered during these 
tests the 14-year-old values for pure- 
bred cows are much greater than for 
grades. 
This may be partly due to 
higher average milk production, but 
it. Is undoubtedly more largely due to 
the possibility that these cows may 
y%t produce valuable calves. 


The cow worth |80 at 3 years of 
age is given a birth value of about 
$10. while the cow worth $100 at that 
age is given a birth value of about 
$12. Similarly the difference in value 
between the two classes of pure-bred 
oows at 3 years of age is 1100, while 
the difference in value at birth is in 
no case above $30, leaving a margin 
of at least $70 to cover Interest on 
.larger investment, risk of a greater 
possible loss, and any extra expense 
for feed or care. 


One of the most common mistakes 
in the feeding of dairy cows or> the 
farm la that the good cows are not 
given a sufficient quantity of feed 
above that required for their physical 
maintenance to obtain the maximum 
quantity of milk they are capable of 
producing. 
Successful 
feeding 
of 
dairy cows involves the providing of 
an 
abundant 
sufiply 
of 
palatable, 
nutritious feed at a minimum cost 
and feeding in such a way as to re- 
ceive the 
largest 
milk 
production 
from the feed consumed. 
Feeding 
for profit is defined as liberal feed- 
ing, or feeding to the full capacity of 
the cow. 


From the standpoint of economical 
milk production, a dairy cow gener- 
ally should not be fed more than she 
will 
consume 
without 
gaining 
in 
weight 
There are times, however, 
when it is desirable to make excep- 
tions to this rule. 
Practically 
all 
heavy milk producers lose weight in 
the early part of their lactation per- 
iod; that is, they produce milk at the 
expense of their body 
flesh. 
When 
such cows approach the ènd'of their 
milking period they normally regain 
the flesh they have lost, and 
the 
farmer can well afford to feed them 
liberally, with the assurance that he 
will, be repaid In the form of milk 
when the cows again freshen. 


Pasture is the natural 
feed for 
cows, and for average conditions, with 
ample pasture of good grasses or 


legumetf in good, succulent condition, 
good production can be secured. 


The cost of land is a factor in the 
econoipy of using pasture, however. 
If pastures are depended opon en- 
tirely for from 4 to • months of the 
year, and production is kept up to a 
profitable standard, anywhere from 1 
to 4 acres of more must be provided 
for each cow. 
This is assuming that 
a permanent pastur^ is of good, clean 
turf, with few or no waste places, or 
that a temporary pasture has a good 
stand of grass or legumes throughout 
Liand that will provide such pastures 
frequently is high priced. 


The problems involved in winter 
feedin8[.are usually distinctly different 
from those of summer feeding. 
Pas- 
ture (or green feed), usually the basis 
of summer feeding, is not available. 
Broadly speaking, there are two fac- 
tors Involved In this problem, first, to

satisfy the needs of the cow and, sec- 
ond, to suit the pocketbook. 
The 
cow'^must have an ample supply of 
feed of a palatable nature, and this 
feed must be supplied at a price which 
will permit a profit on the feeding 
operation. 


Viewed from an economic stand- 
point, there are some fundamental 
considerations which should flrst re- 
ceive 
attention. 
In 
general 
farm 
practice it is advisable, so far as Is 
economical, to use the feeds produced 
on the farm. 
Often the freight rates 
and the middleman's charges, if saved. 


will constitute a good profit for the 
feeder. 
This is especially true of 
roughage. 
Such fee^s are bulky and 
in most cases must be baled at a con- 
siderable cost; the freight 'rates also 
are much greater in proportion to the 
nutrients contained than on the grains. 


When .land is high in price and the 
markets for dairy products are good, 
it is often impracticable to grow all 
the t^edM on the farm. In such cases 
arrangements flrst should be made to 
grow the roughage, on account of the 
high cost of transporting these feeds. 
In most cases the prime object of the 
farm under such conditions will be to 
supply the. greatest possible quantity 
of roughage. 


It is a difficult problem to provide 
a system of winter feeding of rough- 
age which will make the best use of 
home-grown 
roughage 
and at 
the 
san^e time 
insure full 
production. 


In addition to containing the proper 
nutrients 
in 
the 
right 
proportion, 
part of the ration should be of a 
succulent nature. It is extremely diffi- 
cult, it not impossible, to keep cows 
in full production throughout 
the 
winter without some succulent feed. 
There are two chief source« of succu- 
lent feed for winter feeding—silage 
and roots. 
Of these, silage is In al- 
most universal use by 
commercial 
dairymen. 
While almost any green 
crop may be used for silage, the 
heavy yields of corn, as compared with 
other crops, and its comparative ease 
of handling, together with its keeping 
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Curves aiotrlni; tlie Inflnence of Age 
on Ayrshire Cows. 


qualities, make it the leading silaga 
crop. Where the cost of land and the 
prices of dairy products are high, and 
the system of farming of necessity is 
intensive, it is questionable whether 
the dairyman should .consider any 
other silage crop. 


The chief function of roots in cattle 
feeding is to supply a succulent feed. 
Under general farm conditions the 
quantity of nutrients grown per acre 
in root crops is small in comparison 
to the cost of production. 
These root 
crops, however, can be preserved dur- 
ing the winter equally well whether 
large or small quantities are fed each 
day, and therefore have special appli- 
cation when only a few cows are to 
be fed. 
Of the different root crops, 
mangel-wurzels furnish the greatest 
yield per acre. 
Other kinds of bee's 
and turnips and carrots may be used. 
Turnips, however, should-.be fed after 
milking rather than before, as they 
cause a bad flavor in the products if 
fed immediately before milking. 
Car- 
rota impart ^ desirable color to the 
milk. 


•Tt is probably well at this point to 
refer briefly to the composition of 
foodstuffs as it relates to ecrinomioal 
feeding of jthe dairy cow. 
Thf «-ow 
takes Into her digestive system feoiis; 
which she utilizes for the produp'.ion 
of body tissues, heating the bod;.-, p r- 
forming bodily functions. ?\:rh an di- 
gesting feed, moving from p'.a;-.. lo 
place, and for milk prot^icfon. 
For 
the purposes of the present disci .«ion. 
it Is sufficient to say that the con- 
stituents or compounds and the rela- 
tive quantities necessary 
for these 
operations have been determined; that 
Is, we know that milk contains pro- 
tein and energj' or 
heat-producing 
constituents, the protein being repre- 
sented by the casein and albumin and 
the energ>- and heat-producing con- 
stituents by the fat and sugar. 
In 
addition to the constituents or com- 
pounds necessarj' for the production 
of milk, she also must have the con- 
stituents necessary for performing- the 
other functions mentioned. These, for 
convenience, have been classified into 
proteins, 
carbohj'drates, 
and 
fats. 
Fats perform much the same func- 
tions as carbohydrates and are worth 
for production practically two and 
one-feurth times as much por pound 
as carbohydrates, and in the balanc- 
ing oif a ration are usually classed 
with tjiem. This brings us to a defiini- 
tlon of a "balanced ration." which is 
a ration containing these various nu- 
trients in the proportion 
the cow 
needs them. 


The economical importance of a 
balanced ration Is evident. 
The cow 
can use only certain elements or com- 
pounds In certain proportions; conie- 
quently, if the ration supplies an ex- 
cessive amount of any one, the excess 
Is liable to be wasted. 


Insects Which Infest Stored Flour and Meal 


The yellow meal worm is often i 
found In stored flour, meal, bran, and 
other similar material. 
The adult be-! 
longs to the family know^n as the 
darkling bee'tles, because they avoid 
the light. 
They do not infest crops, 
and are economically Important only 
aa they occur In stored products in- 
tended for consumption by man or 
beast 
The grubs commonly get their 
errowth by fall or early winter, remain 
more or less active during the winter 
se.ason, and pupate in early spring to

emerge several weeks later In the 
beetle stage. 
The meal-worm feeds 
on flour, meal, and even dust and 
refuse of mills and granaries. 
It has 
sometimes been found in ship's bis- 
cuit, and will doubtless Infest similar 
cooked foods exposed to its invasion. 
A closely related species known as 
the dark meal-worm Is extremely sim- 
ilar to the yellow meal-worm, but is 
Bull pitchy black. 
Both these species 
avoid the light, and are most likely 
to breed in unclean corners of mills 
and elevators. 
Thorough cleanliness 
is, consequently, an Important pre- 
ventative. 


Insects of the granary are much 
more easily kept out than put out.' 
All places where grain or any of its 
rroducts are stored should, above all 
'•diings be kept clean—not merely ap- 
•j^rently ci«m, but actually so. Cracks 
~ln the walls and floor, for example, 
amy seem to be clean when swept 
over, but may really be filled with the 


dust of grain and similar debris and 
thus become a breedlYig place for a 
number of granary Insects. 
Storage 
rooms andt bins should, in fact, be so 
constructed as to be free from cracks, 
the walls, floor, and ceiling smooth, 
and everything solid and snug. 
No 
rubbish of any kind should be allowed 
to accumulate, either in the bulldlifg 
or on adjacent premises. 
Everything 
should also be done to keep Insects 
out '-f the storehouse. 


The more Important special meas- 
ures which, used alone or In com- 
bination may prevent infestation by 
granary pests, may be described as 
follows: 


1. Small grain should be threshed 
and stored as soon after ripening as 
possible. 
Wheat should be harvested 
and threshed directly from the shock 
if practicable, but if stacked, should 
not stand in the field longer than is 
absolutely necessarj'. 


2. The place intended for the re- 
ception of a crop should be thoroughly 
cleaned out some time in advance, and 
if there is reason to suppose that it 
has contained granary pests, it should 
be fumigated with sulphur. 
Complete 
protection 
against 
weevils 
requires 
that rooms for grain should be made 
tight, 
with 
windows screened 
and 
doors close-fitting, and also that they 
should be cool and dry. With proper 
care and some additional expense, any 
such structure can be made gas-tight 
and suitable for the fumigation of Its 
contents with carbon blsulfld, but the 
need of thorough ventilation should 
not be left out of account. 


3. If It were possible to dry grain 
from the fleld .artlflcially at a tem- 
perature of 125 degrees F. for four 
or five hours, all Insects would be 
killed and the grain could then be 
stored in a thoroughly clean and tight 
place, and safely left until needed for 
shipment or use. 
Corn which has 
been shelled dry and sacked Is much 
safer than 
that 
left on 
the 
ear, 
whether with or without the husks. 
Grain stored for seed should be dried 
artificially, since it not only keeps 
better and germinates more generally, 
but it is also less liable to be eaten 
by such Insects as devour the kernel. 


4. Farmers, seedsmen, and millers 
should, in buying grain, make sure 
that it is free from insects.

PROTECnPfG TREES FROM RABBITS 
Cause of Gapes in Chickens; Their Prevention 


Rabbits are very particular as to 
what they eat, and'feed only on vege- 
table matter. 
They prefer the more 
succulent kinds, such as vegetables, 
clover, alfalfa, fallen fruit, etc. 
When 
none of these foods are available they 
often eat the bark of trees, especially 
when snow covers other food. 


It Is very easy to prevent rabbits 
from Injuring trees, and all cases of 
damage are due to neglect rather than 
to a lack of efficient remedies. 
A 
number of preventives, all of which 
are efficacious, are given below. 


Your premises should not afford 
hiding places for rabbits, such as briar 
patches, brush piles, etc. 
This Is not 
meant to Include green cover crops In 
the orchard; as is stated above, green 
and succulent food Is preferred by the 
rabbits and ah orchard with a cover 
crop above the snow is seldom If ever 
injured. 


Traps are very effective In catching 
rabbits. 
The more traps you have, so 
much the better. 
This is not so eco- 
nomical a method as poisoning' for 
protectiiig the trees, but It furnishes 
amusement for the children and also 
provides some meat for the tabie. 


There are two general ways of pois- 
oning rabbits, namely: 
(1) by plac- 
ing poisoned water in their runs, es- 
pecially during dry weather; >2) by 
placing poisoned food where they can 
get i t 
The following, which 
was

originally recommended by the Ohio 
Experiment Station, has given good 
satisfaction: 
One part sulphate of 
strychhia, one-third part borax, one 
part white syrup, ten parts water. 
Shake well and apply to tender twigs 
with brush or by dipping, and dis- 
tribute the poisoned twigs around the 
trees. 


Where 
the 
planting 
Is valuable 
enough to Justify the expense, a woven 
wire fence is desirable, as it will ex- 
clude the rabbits. 


Wire window screening Is frequently 
used and Is cut into strips elghteeh to 
twenty-four inches long and nine to 
twelve Inches 
wide. 
This Is 
put 
around the trunks of the trees in the 
fdrm of tubes, with the lower end 
pressed Into the ground. 
This tube 
is tied with wire. 


Wooden veneer strips of about tìie 
same dimensions as the wire screen 
give good results. 
They should be 
soaked in water before attempting to 
fold them a.round the trunk of the 
tree. 
Wire is beet for tying them, 
as It is dura.ble and does not necessi- 
tate renewing. \ 


Com stalks, building paper, and 
common wrapping paper are sòme of 
the 
other 
things 
frequently 
used. 
They are efficacious If applied in such 
Il midiner that they prevent the rabbit 
from getting his month to the bark 
of the trees. 


^There 
have 
been 
a 
number 
of 
washes and paints of various kinds 
recommended 
as 
being 
effective 
against rabbits. 
The disadvantage of 
these washes is that heavy rains wash 
them off and make it necessary to 
repeat the application. It is not diffi- 
cult to find or devise preparations 
which will keep rabbits away. 
Rab- 
bits are very particular about their 
food and any taint on the tree will 
keep them from Injuring It 
On this 
, account 
hog 
Intestines 
and 
other 
1 cheap meat products rubbed on' the 
trees have given good results. 
They 
will be effective as long as the taint 
remains on the tree and no longer. 


Another wash, which has given con- 
siderable 
satisfaction, 
is 
made 
by 
slaking one peck of fresh stone lime 
T/ith soap suds. 
Thin to the con- 
sistency of whitewash, add one-|ialf 
gallon of crude carbolic acid, four 
pounds .of sulphur and one gallon of 
soft soap. 
Pbint the trunks of the 
trees, as before, in the autumn. 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture recommends 
the llme- 
sul'phur wash as having given thor- 
oughly satisfactory results. This wash 
consists of : 
Unslaked lime, twenty 
pounds: 
flowers 
of sulphur, 
fifteen 
pounds; 
water, 
fifty 
gallons. 
The 
lime, sulphur and one-third of the 
water are boiled together for one 
hour, and then the rest of the water 
is added. 
By adding salt the wash 
will stick better.

The symptoms of gapes are fre- 
quenl gaping, sneeslng, a whistling 
cough with a discharge of mucous 
and worms, dumplshness, 
weakness 
and drooping wings. 
When 
badly 
afCeoted the bird shakes Its head fre- 
quently, gapes and coughs as if suffo- 
cating, droops and is not able to keep 
up with the rest of the fiock, and 
stands in dumpish position with eyes 
closed, 
wings drooped 
and 
mouth 
open and tongue protruding. 


The most desirable method of com- 
bating any disease is to adopt and 
persist in some reliable means of 
prevention. 
There is a cause for all 
ailments. 
Unless you 
remove 
the 
cause you cannot cure the disease. If 
the cause Is'removable, a serious out- 
break of4he disease can be prevented 
by proper hygienic and sanitary mea- 
ures which make the cause much less 
liable to appear, or, If the measures 
adopted are sufficiently thoro^h, the 
cause may be prevented from putting 
In an appearance. 
Gapes Is caused 
by the small red worms and their 
progeny. 


The most satisfactory treatment Is 
prevention 
of 
contagion, 
combined 
with extraction of the worms from 
the infected chicks. 
AU sick birds 
should be removed to quarters apart 
from the well ones. 
All coops and 
runs where Infected birds have been 
should 
be 
thoroughly 
disinfected. 
The coops should have a' thorough 
application of hot whitewash. 
The 
ground of runs should be well limed 
with air-slacked lime, spaded up, and 
should be sprinkled with one of the 
following solutions: 
A two per cent 
solution of sulphuric add in water or 
two ounces of copperas (suU>hate of 
iron) dissolvckd in a bucket of water; 
or a solution of permanganate of 
potassium In water, half an ounce of 
the crystals in a barrel of water; or 
a strong solution of creolin. two table- 
spoonsful in each gallon of water. 
The ground should be well sprinkled 


with one of the above solutions after 
infected chicks have been removed. 
Then plow or spade and sprinkle again. 
Repeat this disinfection whenever n- 
fected chicks have been running on 
the ground. 
Scald all drinking ves- 
sels used by sick birds and be snr^ 
that the water used is boiling. 
if 
there are many earthworms and slu^s 
In the ground which has been occu- 
pied by cWcks with gapes, get rid of 
the worms with one of the patentad 
worm exterminators sold by nearly 
all seedsmen. Alwaj's burn all chicks 
which die of the gapes, and whenever 
you find gapeworms, or extract t>ii>m

She brought the body to her 
home and had the funeral there. After 
that she seemed to care for nothing; 
became careless in her dress, and she 
and the mother lost all pride in the 
care of the home, seemingly. 
Health 
officers declared the u n k e m p t condition 
of the house largely increased 
the 
chances of the mother and daughter 
becoming infected. The younger wom- 
an seemed to lavish all her affections 
on the cats she gathered about her.

STIFF WITH COLD 


AFTER TWO HOURS 


Seven of Fourteen Machines 


in Test Come Through 


Handily. 


Philadelphia, Pa.,. Dec. 30.— Seven, of 


the fourteen airplanes .that left Hemp- 
stead, N. Y., and Gorernor'i Island, N. 
Y., in a flight to this city landed at the 
Philadelphia navy yard in two iours 
after leaving the starting, point today. 


It. was one of .the coldest dawnt of 


the present winter. and the aviators and 
their passengers were stiff from the cold 
and were covered •with a thin casing of 
"' &. 


The flight of the airplanes, one of the 


greatest that hus been attempted in this 
country, number of machines and dis- 
tance considered, was undertaken for the 
double purpose of competing for govern- 
ment air license and testing stabilizer!. 
Two of the airplanes left Hetnpstead at 
brief intervals and were joined by tow 
others when they flew over Governor's 
Island. 


The second machine to arrive struck 


the top of a flagpole about thirty feet 
from the ground as the aviator sought 
a landing and fell heavily into a ditch. 
Neither the aviator nor the passenger 
with him was injured, hut one of the 
wings of the machine was damaged. 


Members of a company of marines 


assigned to government aviators' as- 
sistance, went to the aid of the men, 
who were too stiff from the cold to 
unstrap themselves from the machine. 


Altitudes ranging from 
2,000 to 


5,000 feet were attained during the 
flight, the aviators said. The remain- 
ing seven airplanes that started in the 
flight had not reported up to early 
afternoon. 


The machines followed the Dela- 


ware from Trenton to Philadelphia. 
The aviators plan to make- the return

It is now announced that the democratic senate leaders in Indiana

We rather like that sort o 
attitude. It indicates an appreciation of the purpose for which they 
were elected, and, more than that, demonstrates that they not only 
know a good drubbing when it is given their party, but are good 
enough losers to take it and to come up smiling.

It will be recalled that, with the Indiana senate practically a tie 


the democrats a short time ago sought to compromise with the repub 
licans on au equal division of senate patronage and senate eommitto 
places—a tender which was rejected with a fine show of scorn, an 
which was apparently about what everybody had expected woul 
happen. Relying upon the vote of the new lieutenant governor, Mi 
Bush, the republicans arc confident they can have their own way in 
the senate, and they purpose to take it, which is again what everybody 
expected. The encouraging point in the whole affair now is^that the 
democratic members oE that body recognize that there is to be 
obtained something more important than party patronage, and that is 
the commendation of the public for legislative service seriously and 
capably performed. If they will address themselves to this duty., the 
gain will be far more enduring and far more beneficial than a victo- 
rious patronage fight even if they were to succeed in grabbing it all.

France Roing to pay the bill? By ap- 
plying to productive occupations the 
effort she has sustained in war," in 
the opinion of M. Kaoul Peret, former 
minister of commerce. In an inter- 
view with The Associated Press he 
also declared that the theory of reci- 
procity ought to be applied to the 
commercial relations between France . 
and the United 'States after the war. i 
M. Peret is now "rapporteur" of the 
budget of the chamber of deputies—a 
post equivalent to that of, chairman of 
the ways and means committee in the 
house of representatives. 


Alexandra Ribot, minister of finance, 


has had the delicate task of borrow- 
ing the unprecedented sums that have 
been swallowed up by war. Raoul 


' Peret who has not much more than 


I half of Jl. Ribot's seventy-five years, 


] has before him the task of finding the 


wherewithal to liquidate the debt. 


"M. Ribot, by his prompt action in 


i issuing short term bonds, rendered an 
| inestimable service to France," says 


i JI. Peret. "He gave the French peo- 
' pie a chance to show their confidence; 


i they brought him so much money that 


it was not until the sixteenth month of 
hostilities that he found it expedient 
to issue longer term bonds. Invest-1 
menta..in French bonds are never a 
gamble; yet, in a sense, the purchase 
of these securities was a wager on the 
result of the conflict and upon the 
ability of France 
to 
foot the bill. 


French peasants, laboring men. me- 
chanics, capitalists—men and women 
of all classes that have money saved 
up—have been wagering in that way 
a billion a month for nearly two years 


t that France will triumph. Thirty- 


j three and a half billion francs, all told, 


M. Ribot found in two years' time in 
the pockets of our people. 


"France in a two years' effort, ac- 


complished 
in 
military preparation 


what it took Germany forty-live years 
to do. The same effort applied to in- 
dustrial activity will do as much in 
solving the grave financial problem the 
war will have left on our hands; but 
it is scarcely necessary to say that we 
shall need time to restore our finances. 


"It is difficult and perhaps futile, 


! lo make estimates while the great ef- 


fort is ROinu on, but, supposing the 
war adds seventy billion francs to our 
present national debt of thirty billions, 
we shall owe a hundred billion francs. 
That involves an annual interest of 
five billion francs, and is sufficient to 
require serious reflection; yet it does 
not frighten the French people upon 
whom the charge is going to fall. They 
bring their money into the treasury as 
freely today as they did after the-bat- 
tle of the Marne when we thought it 
might be over in,less than a year, and 
they know exactly what they are do- 
ing. 
' 


"France has great reasons for wish 


ing to promote closer relations with 
the United States," said M. Peret, in 
conclusion. 
"There are reasons of 


sentiment and policy besides business 
reasons. 
AVe shall want to see you 


use more of our products than before, 
and we shall need more from you. 
What is desirable, even necessary, to 
facilitate these growing exchanges is 
a commercial tariff system. Your ad 
valorem tariff is the obstacle. It al- 
most kept our industries away from 
the San Francisco fair. We are hap- 
py now that they went there, and we 
have been glad to see your industrial 
representatives here. Tt is to be hoped 
that out 
of closer 
intercourse may 


come a solution to your great benefit 
as well as ours. It is the theory of 
reciprocal advantage that ought to be 
applied."

•-•rime which haunts thorn. 


But the average man-who dies quiet- 


ly In his bed is not greatly disturbed 
about hell. He will some times say to 
the preacher that he may pray for him 
if he wishes to do so. but it really 
makes no great difference to him. 


This is accounted for by the fact 


that at such a time a man is naturally 
below normal—mentally and physical- 
ly. He is simply incapable of think- 
ing and feeling about things in a ra- 
tional way. 


And all this indicates a terribly sig- 


nificant situation. Men become hard- 
ened as they approach death. Whether 
there's a hell or not makes no differ- 
ence. They do not care to argue the 
matter.

FAILS TO FORESEE BOOM. 


German Shipping Expert Believes Busi- 


ness Will Slump. 


;; Noted German Jewish Lead- 


er Warns Public Against 


That View. 


Berlin, Dec. 29.—(Via London, Dec. 30. 


—Albert Ballin, director general of tha 
Hamburg-American steamship line, holds 
a view quite contrary to current opinion 
that the shipping trade will have a great 
jand long continued boom after the «lld 
of the war. When the world's commer- 
cial fleet resumes normal activity, Herr 
Ballin says, much more tonnage will be 
offered after a few months than will be 
demanded. The reason assigned for tliia 
view is that ocean trade will- suffer to a 
high degree from a shortagckof goods for 
export, from high prices of raw materials 
and food supplies and from unfavorable 
rates of foreign exchange. 


Berlin, Deo. 29.—(Via London, Dec. 
0.)—Dr. Paul Nathan, well known in 


America as the secretary of the Ger- 
man Jewish Aid society, in an article 
n Dcr Tag, warns the Germans against 
the view that President Wilson is a 
mere puppet pulled by British wires. 
The article, which is a good example I 
of moderate German views, is based 
on.the assumption that President Wil- 
son is pursuing a policy dictated solely 
by practical American interests and in 
the interests of a people who are ex- 
ceedingly proud of their independence 
and national characteristics. 


"So much power attaches to the 


presidency," writes Dr. Xathan, "that. 
even a weak president would hardly | 
become dependent upon a foreign 
country. 
But President Wilson is by 


no means a weak character. On the 
contrary, he is hard to deflect from his 
purpose.. His note and Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg's speech show that 
the ultimate aims of American . nd 


erman policy have drawn substan- 
ally nearer and it does not lie in Ger- 
,an interests to ignore that fact and 
endcr impossible further 
develop- 


ments in this direction through' unjust 
ttacks.

Telephone users follow the line 
white and green cords followed the arms, now 
hero, now there, In an ever-varying but never- 
to-be-completed pattern. 


Tiny flashes ot white, ruby and green glowed

In,the endless attraction of tha board, with 


' Its cords and lights, one is apt to submerge tho 


human element in the mechanical excellence of 
the whole. We wonder at the marvelous in- 
tricacy of it all and praise the brain or brains 
which conceived the modern switchboard. And 
the man element, a something which inventive 
genius cannot altogether supplant, is made a 
minor part. 


But in the 'telephone Industry the human 


phase (which is in this case a woman clement) 


, 
is the potent thing. Electricity is the magi of 
the lamp, who is always trembling to respond 
to our call. As'Is the case in every other elec- 
trical appliance, when the telephone is the lamp 
we rub, the magi Instantly answers. He knows 


"* -no working hours; he is constantly on duty. 


With the telephone it is the operator who i» 
the medium that sets the magi to work. 


• Upon her devolves the actual work of keep- 
Ing the great servant of the tongue in con- 
stant working order. Upon her falls the strain 
«f such responsibility and the strain of the 
labor incidental to her task. 


In the Girl's Pldo*, 


-N ORDER to Understand the nature of tU 
1 telephone girl's work, put yourself in her 
place for a few moments. Before you is a ta. 
panel all checkered with tiny round gaps and 
lights, each signifying a subscriber. 
Below 


I them on a sort of shelf within reach of your 
hands, are the cords which terminate in the 
metal plugs, and set just In front of the plugs 
are the keys to each circuit. You have from 
100 to 125 lights to care for. 'You know that 
there IB nothing in this world to keep all those 
lights from flashing at the same instant, and 
you know at the same time that, while such a 
contingency probably 
never will happen or 


never has, >ct It is within the range of possi- 
bility, and should It occur it would be your 
duty to give them all service. 


Even disregarding the improbable circum- 


«tancu in the foregoing paragraph, there Is 
enough constantly happening to demand your 
whole attention. "As soon as you have asked, 
"Number, please," of the subscriber behind one 
light, another flashes. You' answer him and two 
more are calling. 5o it is continually. 


Imagine ycurself sitting at the switchboard 


and answering the lights which seem to flicker 
Incessantly. ' Imagine more than a hundred im- 
patient subscribers, each liable to demand yW 
cervices any minute and some one ot them de- 
manding it at all times. If you can visualize 
such a situation you have some idea of the con- 
ditions attached to working as a telephone op- 
erator. 


Inevitably a strain of some kind, is attached 


to every sort of work. The consumption of en- 
ergy means a strain on the human system. 
To the unitiated, of course, the exactions of 
unfamiliar activity are usually magnified, but a 
careful and accurate comprehension of 
the 


causes -will enable one to understand the strain 
which the constant flicker of tiny white lights 
places upon a telephone operator, even though 
her work Is strange to most people. 


The unceasing hurry of the work and the per- 


coral contact with a many-sided public, condi- 


- lions which require constant alertness and 


watchfulness, so that not a minute is lost or a, 
subscriber given poor service, fatigue the men- 
tal capacities of the girls at the switchboards. 
The actual exertion required to make tho 200 
connections per hour tires the physical senses 
of the young women as does any worker's actlv- 
itv 
And In addition there is the psychological 


Phase, which is ailccted by the comparativa 
sameness of the work. 


The lights'blink with an interminable suc- 


cession' as fast as one is out two more are 
waiting to be answered. .Tho girl is in almost 
a constant race to keep abreast of the lights. 
II is not that the telephone companies do not 


t.,rplov enough ginv. but it is one of tho rlgon 
of the work that -he colls come In a steady 


" -ream 
When the board before her Is quiet, 


ihe may relax ever so little, but not for very 


o' least resistance when anything goes wrong 
and Immediately blame the operator. They de- 
clare she is asleep, or stupid, or neglectful, or 
many other thlncs which they would not for a 
minute think of uttering to the girls' faces. 
Tho traffic department, as the division of work 
fr.lllnp to the operators is called, is frequently 
blanipd when the maintenance or plant or any 
ono of the several other departir.»nts may In 


wouW realise that to frlve a person a busy sig- 
nal needlessly merely means that the same call 
will be repented again and again until the busy 
line Is obtained. 


All this is illustrative of the mental strain 


under which the girls work. To mental ten- 
sion Is added the actual tiring of the physical 
sense. The eye of the opetator must be a keen, 
discerning one, her ear must bo perfect, her 
voice clear, and her hands and arms well de- 
veloped. The telephone companies do not ac- 
cept youns women for work In the exchanges 
unless satisfactory qualifications are passed 
with regard TO eye, ear, voice and reach. 


An eye anJ an ear constantly a\vake and 


alert to see and hear every blink and every 
whisper of the switchboard is obviously readily 
susceptible to weariness if the strain is main- 
tained. Endless repetition of "Number, please?" 
anil of the other phraVs which emar.ante 
from the operator's throat make the vocal fibers 
tired. And the hands and arms in th* never- 
ending race with the blinking lights cannot 
work nil day without fatigue. 


In addition to this is the psychological phase 


which is ailected by the monotony of tho work. 
A light blinks, the siri asks tho number and 
repeats it after the subscriber, she makes th<! 
connections or tells him tho line Is busy, and 
then she does tho same round over again. This 
Is varied by other phrases which she must 
utter for other requests ot the subscriber, Uut, 
in all, she has the cords to move, the keys to 
open, and the lights to follow. Every rail is

It is 


easy-and tery human—for a girl to give a 
wro'nn number. Finding the desired party al- 
most by Instinct, the slightest mistake In reach 
or calculation means that the connection has 
been made with the wrong party. And as for 
the busy signal being merely a manifestation 
of laziness or carelessness on the part of the 
girl, that is a colossal fallacy. 


It takes only a second to ascertain whether

precision. 
Even an intelligent child 


different, tor no two persons have anything like 
the same .thing to say. But Miss Operator is 
far too busy to listen to what Is going through 
the wires in front of her.

Fatigue Is Considered. 


A 


LL theso things summed up amount to the 


strain under which the telephone girl 


works. They are her work, and, like all work, 
they tire out the worker. But she does not 
labor without ample provisions being made for 
her relief. The telephone companies recognl-e 
the fatigue of the work and have spent a great 
deal of money to relieve it and to maintain 
efficiency among the girls. 


A girl does not work steadily all day. H is 


impossible for her to leave her board for a sec- 
ond unless some one has taken her place. She 
cannot get a drink of water or attend to her 
feminine vanities and then slip back, as the 
stenographer or the saleswoman can. But she 


is relieved at intervals o" an hour and a 
'cr of an hour ami a half nmj given a lirteen- 
minute period ot relaxation. And. of course, 
she may be relieved any time by requesting the 
supervisor in her .division. But so incessant 
are the culls that the relieving S^l "™3t havo 
phigged-in and bo absolutely ready to take up 
the work before the retiring girl can depart.

THE INFLUENCE OF AGE ON THE VALPE OF DAIRY COWS 


All Classes of Live Stock Vary in Actual Value From Time to Time, But Such Variation Does Not Greatly Affect the Relative Value of the Animal at Different Ages—A 


* 
Cow Worth One Hundred Dollars at Three Years of Age When There is a Great Demand for Dairy Cattle, Will Be Worth Less at the Same Age When There is 
Smaller Demand, But There Will Be a Corresponding Fluctuation in Value for All Ages—It is, Therefore, Believed That the Charts Shown Will Be Found Useful in 
Determining Relative Value According to Age of Cows. 


Research work In farm economics 


includes among other things questions 
relating; to the value of farm animals, 
farm 
equipment, and 
agricultural 


produeta. Those who have occasion to 
tuy or sell live stock are constantly 
confronted with the problem ot weigh- 
ing the many factors influences the 
value of farm animals. Of these fac- 
tor*, the ace of the animal Is one that 
applies directly to the value of dairy 
cattle and farm work horses. While 
age 1* not tha only factor affecting 
the value ot these classes of animals 
it is one of the most Important. In 
determining the value of farm ani- 
mals grown for meat only, which are 
ordinarily disposed of at an early age 
this factor is comparatively unlm 
portant.

•ideratlon. In this case all estimate 
were given by men each of whom ha 
had wide experience with the class of 
live stock on which he furnishes In- 
formation. The fact that the average 
of the estimates for each class re- 
mained practically constant after the 
first thirty replies had been averaged 
is some evidence as to the accuracy 
of the figures. The estimates secured 
by correspondence agree very closely 
with those secured through personal 
visits. 
While figures concerning the 


values of dairy cows were obtained 
from nearly every important agricul- 
tural district In the United States 
most of the estimates were secured 
from New York, Pennsylvania, and 
the North Central States.

PROTECTING TREES FROM RABBITS 


Rabbits are very particular as to1 


•hat they eat, and feed only on vege- 
table matter. They prefer the more 
ucculent kinds, such as vegetables, 
lover, alfalfa, fallen fruit, etc. When 
lone of these foods are available, they 
iften eat the bark of trees, especially 
vhen snow covers other food. 


It is very easy to prevent rabbits 


from injuring trees, and all cases of 
damage are due to neglect rather than 
to a lack of efficient remedies. 
A 


number of preventives, all of which 
are efficacious, are given below. 


Tour premises should not 
afforc 


hiding places for rabbits, such as briar 
patches, brush piles, etc. This is not 
meant to Include green cover crops in 
the orchard; as is stated above, green 
and succulent food Is preferred by the 
rabbits and an orchard with a cover 
crop above the snow is seldom if ever 
Injured. 


Traps are very, effective in catching 


rabbits. The more traps you have, so 
much tha better.. This Is not so eco- 
nomical a method aa poisoning for 
protecting the trees, but It furnishes 
amusement for the children and also 
provides some meat for the tabu!. 


There are two general ways of pois- 


oning rabbits, namely: 
(1) by plac-

Cause of Gapes in Chickens; Their Prevention

The symptoms of gapes are fre- 


quent gaping, sneezing, a whistling 
cough with a discharge of mucous 
and worms, dumpishness, weakness 
and drooping wings. 
When badly 


affected the bird shakes its head fre- 
quently, gapes and coughs as If suffo- 
cating, droops and Is not able to keep 
up with the rest of the flock, and 
stands in dumpish position with eyes 
closed, wings drooped and mouth 
open and tongue protruding. 


The most desirable method of com- 


bating any disease is to adopt and 
persist In some reliable means

Health 
officers declared the unkemptconditlon 
of the house largely increased the 
chances of, the mother and daughter 
becoming•Infectedl'. The younger wom- 
an seemed to.lavish all her affections 
oh the cats she gathered about her. 
Several days ago when an officer went 
near the house to shoot the cats she 
declared: 


"You don't 
dare come into this 


house, and you can shoot my cats only 
when you have killed' me!" 


The point was "well taken" on the 


officer's reluctance to enter the house, 
and thus far.the cats, which the young 
woman says she is keeping in an up- 
stairs room; have not been slaughtered 
and probably will not be except as 
they venture off the premises.
